State  Will  Try  to  Bring 
More  Asians  IntoMetco 

After  Guen  Says  Asians  Being  Left  Out 


The  state’s  commissioner  of  educa¬ 
tion  said  recently  that  the  department  of 
education  will  work  to  ensure  that  par¬ 
ticipants  in  the  state-funded  Metco 
education  program  proportionally  rep¬ 
resent  the  minority  population  of  the 
Boston  public  schools. 

Robert  Guen,  a  member  of  the  Bos¬ 
ton  School  Committee,  recently 
charged  that  Metco  had  not  been 
making  a  serious  effort  to  bring  Asian 
and  Hispanics  into  the  predominately 
African-American  program. 

Education  commissioner  Robert  An¬ 
ton  ucci  made  the  remarks  in  a  June  10 
letter  to  Guen,  who  had  written  to  the 
commissioner  asking  the  education 
department  to  review  the  racial  makeup 
of  the  program.  The  state  has  vowed  to 
make  an  effort  to  bring  more  Asians  and 
other  minorities  into  the  program. 

Metco  (Metropolitan  Council  for 
Educational  Opportunity)  is  a  state- 
supported  program  in  which  minority 
students  are  bused  to  suburban  schools. 
It’s  goal  is  to  eliminate  racial  imbalance 
and  provide  a  "mutually  beneficial 
multi-cultural  quality  educational  ex¬ 
perience  for  minority  and  majority  stu¬ 
dents,"  according  to  the  program’s 
Vision  Statement. 

In  a  May  27  letter  to  Antonucci, 
Guen  said  that  "in  all  these  years  that 
Metco  has  been  in  existence,  there  ap¬ 
pears  to  have  been  no  systematic  out¬ 
reach  to  the  ‘other  minority’ 
communities.  He  pointed  out  that  of  the 
3,133  Metco  students,  2,966  are  African- 
American;  128  are  Hispanic;  31  are 
‘other’  minorities;  and  only  8  are  Asian. 
He  also  noted  that  while  32  percent  of 


the  Boston  public  school  population  is 
Asian,  Hispanic  or  other  non-Black 
minority,  that  group  makes  up  only  5 
percent  of  Metco  participants. 

"I  only  want  to  raise  the  issues  of 
fairness  and  accountability  in  this  $13 
million  program  funded  by  the  taxpayers 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Mas¬ 
sachusetts,"  Guen  wrote. 

While  only  eight  Asians  students  are 
participating  in  the  program  now,  a 
larger  number  are  on  the  waiting  list. 
According  to  information  provided  by 
the  department  of  education,  5,460 
African-Americans,  1,810  Hispanics, 
142  otherminorities,  and  135  Asians  are 
on  the  waiting  list. 

In  his  letter  to  Antonucci,  Guen 
stated  that,  "Many  parents  and  com¬ 
munity  leaders  have  come  to  me  recently 
to  say  that  they  were  appalled  to  learn 
only  now  that  they  and  their  children 
have  been  eligible  to  participate."  He 
also  questioned  the  feasibility  of  the 
program’s  current  ‘first  come,  first 
served’  policy,  which  he  contended 
would  only  be  fair  if  all  eligible  students 
know  about  the  program. 

Guen  suggested  that  Metco  slots 
should  be  allotted  in  proportion  to  the 
number  of  students  of  each  minority 
group  currently  enrolled  in  the  Boston 
public  schools.  He  said  a  lottery  should 
determine  which  schools  the  students 
are  assigned  to,  since  some  suburban 
schools  are  more  popular  than  others. 

Guen  said  he  was  writing  as  a  person 
"who  believes  strongly  in  choice  and 
promoting  diversity,  two  goals  that 
Metco  was  designed  to  serve."

Council  Discusses 
Parcel  C  Reaction 


In  their  first  meeting  since  recom¬ 
mending  a  New  England  Medical  Cen¬ 
ter  proposal  to  build  a  garage  on  Parcel 
C  on  Oak  Street  in  return  for  $1.82  mil¬ 
lion  for  the  Chinatown  community,  the 
Chinatown/South  Cove  Neighborhood 
Council  again  discussed  the  Parcel  C 
issue,  with  some  Council  members  sug¬ 
gesting  that  the  Council  had  been  un¬ 
fairly  attacked  for  its  decision. 

Some  Council  members  said  they 
wanted  to  clarify  some  of  the  miscon¬ 
ceptions  people  may  have  about  the 
Council  decision  to  recommend  the 
project,  which  has  since  received  "tenta- 
tive"  approval  from  the  Boston 


Redevelopment  Authority. 

Davis  Woo,  the  Council’s  executive 
director,  responded  to  criticisms  that  ac¬ 
cepting  $50,000  from  the  New  England 
Medical  Center  to  support  the  Council 
may  be  a  conflict  of  interest,  since  the 
Council  must  often  rule  on  Medical 
Center  issues.  "This  Neighborhood 
Council  voted  against  the  Medical  Cen¬ 
ter  on  two  major  major  issues,"  said 
Woo. 

Woo  also  repeatedly  criticized  al¬ 
legations  that  the  Council  had  told  the

With  a  dozen  candidates  now  scram¬ 
bling  for  position  in  the  city’s  mayoral 
race,  Asian  voters  appear  to  be  setting 
their  sights  on  a  number  of  candidates, 
with  none  yet  moving  ahead  of  the  pack. 

"You  can  work  down  Beach  Street, 
Kneeland  and  Harrison  and  you  can  see 
why,"  said  George  Joe,  a  former  member 
of  the  Boston  School  Committee,  refer¬ 
ring  to  the  array  of  candidate  signs  in  the 
windows  of  Chinatown  businesses. 

"There’s  no  unity  in  Chinatown  right 
now,"  he  added.  "You  have  four  different 
agencies  looking  at  four  different  can¬ 
didates."  The  difference  of  opinion  and 


in  political  point  of  view  was  recently 
apparent  in  the  dispute  over  the  con¬ 
struction  of  a  garage  on  Parcel  C  in 
Chinatown. 

Some  members  of  the  community, 
however,  are  already  throwing  their  sup¬ 
port  toward  such  candidates  as  Suffolk 
County  Sheriff  Robert  Rufo,  city  coun¬ 
cilor  at  large  Rosaria  Salerno,  and  city 
council  president  Thomas  Menino . 

While  Joe  said  the  neighborhood 
plans  to  hold  a  candidates’ forum  in  the 
coming  weeks,  it’s  still  not  clear  who  will 
organize  it.  The  Chinatown  Coalition  of 
Healthy  Boston  and  the  Coalition  to 


Protect  Parcel  C  for  Chinatown  have 
been  mentioned  as  possible  organizers. 
Joe  has  also  expressed  interest  in  work¬ 
ing  with  others  in  the  community  to  or¬ 
ganize  the  forum.  He  said  that  "each 
candidate  has  only  been  in  contact  with 
certain  groups  and  hasn’t  yet  branched 
out"  enough.  A  forum,  he  added,  offers 
candidates  the  opportunity  to  address  a 
larger  segment  of  the  community. 

Despite  the  possible  splintering  of 
the  Asian  vote  -  at  least  in  the  prelimi¬ 
nary  election  scheduled  for  September 
21  -  Joe  still  believes  that  Asians  are

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asked  the  state  to  "take  steps  to  ensure 
that  the  program  is  run  fairly  and  above 
board." 

Jean  McGuire,  the  director  of 
METCO,  Inc.,  the  organization  under 
contract  with  the  state  to  administer  the 
program,  took  exception  to  Guen’s 
comments  as  well  as  the  manner  in 
which  he  has  approached  the  issue.  "He 
has  never  talked  to  us,"  said  McGuire. 
"Has  he  talked  to  any  Asian  parents  in 
that  program  to  see  what  we  do?"  she 
asked. 

"He’s  wrong  when  he  says  people 
don’t  know  about  Metco.  They  know 
very  well,"  said  McGuire,  who  added 
that  the  program  has  never  been  closed  * 
to  Asians.  She  said,  however,  that  she 
planned  to  advertise  the  program  in 
local  Asian  newspapers  to  ensure  that 
Asians  are  made  aware  of  it,  though  she 
noted  that  she  hadn’t  in  the  past  adver¬ 
tised  the  program  to  attract  any  minority 
group.  "1  don’t  advertise  for  Blacks.  I 
don’t  advertise  for  Latinos,"  she  said. 

"If  Mr.  Guen  has  some  recommenda¬ 
tions  it  would  be  professional  of  him  to 
pick  up  the  phone,"  she  said.  She  sug¬ 
gested  that  Guen  should  be  using  his 
energy  as  a  member  of  the  Boston 
School  Committee  to  work  to  upgrade 
the  Boston  schools,  rather  than  to  ad¬ 
dress  the  Metco  issue. 

According  to  McGuire,  the  Metco 
program  was  founded  in  the  1960s  by  a 
group  of  African-American  families 
who  felt  that  the  city’s  segregated 
schools  weren’t  giving  their  children  a 
broad  educational  experience.  The  pro¬ 
gram,  which  was  started  before  court -or¬ 
dered  busing  and  was  initially  funded  by 
the  Carnegie  Foundation,  was  also 
meant  to  broaden  the  educational  ex¬ 
perience  of  the  predominately  white 
suburban  students  and  "end  racial  isola¬ 
tion,"  she  said. 

McGuire  also  pointed  out  that  the 
program  was  in  part  to  address  the 
various  forms  of  housing  discrimination 
that  have  often  kept  African  Americans 
from  finding  housing  in  suburban  com¬ 
munities. 

When  the  program  was  founded,  the 
number  of  Asian  and  Hispanic  students 
in  the  Boston  public  schools  was  far 
fewer  than  exists  today.  The  Metco 
handbook  states  that  the  program  is  for 
K  to  12  "minority  students"  or  "students 
of  color." 

While  McGuire  said  that  Asian  stu¬ 
dents  have  been  accepted  into  the  pro¬ 
gram  from  its  inception,  she  said  some 
Asian  groups  -  particularly  immigrants 
who  have  just  arrived  in  the  US  -  "don’t 
want  to  go  far  from  home"  and  want,  for 
example,  to  attend  school  in  Brookline. 

In  fiscal  year  1993  Boston  public 
school  students  were  bused  to  schools  in 
Arlington,  Lexington,  Belmont,  Lin¬ 
coln,  Brookline  and  Concord,  among 
other  locations. 

Guen  said  last  week  that  he  brought 
up  the  issue  to  ensure  that  Asian  stu¬ 
dents  had  the  opportunities  granted  to 
them  by  the  law.  "Whoever  is  ad¬ 
ministering  has  the  obligation  to  get  the 
information  out  and  provide  recruit¬ 
ment,"  said  Guen  in  an  interview.  "It’s 
not  for  one  group  to  discriminate 
against  another  and  keep  things  for 
themselves." 

"You  talk  to  anybody  in  Chinatown," 
he  added,  "they  thought  it  was  only  a 
Black  program." 

"They  are  not  complying  with  the 
state  law,"  Guen  continued.  "Metco  is  a 
private  vendor  which  contracts  with  the 
state.. .This  is  state  funds.  This  is  public 
funds." 

Guen  noted  that  the  racial  makeup  of 
the  city  and  the  public  schools  has 
changed  over  the  last  20  years.  He  said, 
for  example,  that  Vietnamese  and 
Hispanic  students,  whose  numbers  have 
been  growing  in  recent  years,  also  could 
benefit  from  the  program  and  should 
have  a  greater  opportunity  to  take  part 


in  it. 

Richard  Chin,  executive  director  of 
the  South  Cove  YMCA,  believes  Asian 
youths,  particularly  those  who  aren’t  ac¬ 
cepted  into  exam  schools  such  as  Boston 
Latin  and  Latin  Academy,  would  be  in¬ 
terested  in  applying  to  the  Metco  pro¬ 
gram,  though  their  number  may  be  small 
at  first. 

Chin  suggesting  that  the  program  in 
the  past  has  generally  targetted  African 
Americans.  He  pointed  out,  however, 
that  Asian  youths  also  need  to  leave  the 
city  and  spend  time  with  other  groups. 
"Our  kids  need  to  get  out,"  he  said. 
"They’re  with  each  other  too  much." 
Chin  said  a  greater  effort  should  have 
been  made  to  let  the  Asian  community 
know  that  the  program  is  available . 

In  a  letter  to  Guen,  Antonucci  said 
the  department  of  education  would 
bring  the  issue  to  the  attention  of 
METCO,  Inc.,  which  administers  the 
program,  as  well  as  other  organizations 
who  may  apply  to  run  the  program  by 
responding  to  its  Request  for  Proposal 
(RFP)  for  the  1993-94  school  year.  "One 
section  of  the  RFP  asks  for  a  description 
of  the  activities  that  will  be  conducted  to 
recruit  and  place  minority  students.  Bid¬ 
ders  will  be  assessed  on  their  response 
to  this  section,  which  states,  in  part,  that 
‘to  the  extent  possible,  minority  families 
recruited  for  the  program  should 
proportionally  represent  the  minority 
student  school  population  of  Boston,’" 
Antonucci  said  in  his  letter  to  Guen. 

Ted  Landsmark,  an  aide  to  Mayor 
Raymond  Flynn  who  had  earlier  called 
for  a  review  of  Metco,  suggested  that 
some  of  the  conditions  that  led  to  its 
creation  27  years  ago  have  changed.  He 
pointed  out,  for  example,  that  there  is  "a 
substantially  larger  number  of  Latinos 
and  Asians  in  the  schools  than  there  was 
20  years  ago"  and  that  the  majority  of 
students  in  the  schools  now  are  children 
of  color. 

Asked  whether  one  minority  group 
needs  the  Metco  program  more  than 
others,  Landsmark  replied  that  the 
question  should  be  whether  there  is 
more  discrimination  against  one 
minority  group  than  against  another. 
"There’s  very  little  evidence  that  any  one 
group  has  been  discriminated  against 
any  more  than  another,"  he  said,  adding 
that  he  believes  Guen  has  "raised  a 
legitimate  question"  in  seeking  to  draw 
more  Asians  into  Metco.  "Discrimina¬ 
tion  against  minorities  seems  to  be 
about  equal  across  the  board,"  he  said. 

Landsmark,  however,  has  raised  a 
number  of  larger  questions  about  Metco 
itself,  though  he  emphasized  that  he  was 
not  saying  the  program  should  be  dis¬ 
continued.  He  noted  that  the  parents  of 
current  Metco  students  are  obviously 
parents  who  pay  a  great  deal  of  attention 
to  their  children’s  education.  At  the 
same  time,  he  questioned  how  effective¬ 
ly  they  could  immerse  themselves  in  a 
school  far  from  their  neighborhood  in  a 
suburban  community. 

He  suggested  that  Metco  parents 
could  contribute  significantly  to  schools 
in  their  own  neighborhoods.  He  also 
questioned  whether  attending  suburban 
schools  actually  improved  students’ 
academic  performance.  He  said  that  if 
there  was  an  improvement,  the  state’s 
state -wide  school  choice  program  would 
allow  parents  to  send  their  students  to 
suburban  schools;  if  not,  he  asked, 
"What  role  does  this  (Metco)  play?"

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becoming  a  factor  in  city  politics.  "We’re 
flexing  our  political  muscle  right  now," 
he  said.  "We’re  an  emerging  force  right 


now."  He  added,  however,  that  project¬ 
ing  a  unified  front  -  difficult  for  any 
voting  group  -  would  make  the  Asian 
vote  more  effective.  "We  have  to  put 
aside  our  differences,"  he  added. 

Issues  of  concern  to  Asian  voters 
depend  on  a  number  of  factors,  includ¬ 
ing  where  they  live  and  whether  they 
need  language  and  job  services,  for  ex¬ 
ample.  According  to  Beverly  Wing, 
coordinator  of  the  Chinatown  Coalition 
of  Healthy  Boston,  a  survey  taken  by  the 
group  suggested  that  people  who  live  in 
Chinatown  place  priority  on  safety  and 
the  quality  of  life  in  the  neighborhood, 
and  would  especially  like  to  see  the 
elimination  of  the  nearby  Combat  Zone 
-  the  city’s  adult  entertainment  district. 
Vietnamese  speakers  who  lived  outside 
of  Chinatown,  in  contrast,  expressed 
more  concern  about  jobs,  job  training, 
and  English  language  programs,  she 
said. 

Lydia  Lowe  of  the  Chinese  Progres¬ 
sive  Association  suggested  that  jobs 
were  an  important  issue  for  many 
people,  particularly  immigrants  who 
have  lost  jobs  in  the  restaurant  industry 
in  recent  years.  A  candidate’s  approach 
to  land  use  issues  is  also  important  to 
many  people,  she  said. 

Education,  racial  conflicts,  and  the 
hiring  of  more  Asian  police  are  also  is¬ 
sues  that  candidates  will  have  to  address 
for  Asian  voters. 

Community  members  are  also  work¬ 
ing  to  become  better  acquainted  with 
the  candidates.  The  Community  Coali¬ 
tion  to  Protect  Parcel  C  for  Chinatown 
has  been  meeting  with  the  candidates  to 
determine  their  approach  to  land  use 
issues  and  community  decision-making. 
The  Coalition  is  opposed  to  the  building 
of  a  garage  on  Parcel  C  and  has  been 
seeking  candidates’  views  on  the  matter, 
which  has  divided  the  community.  "A  lot 
of  people  in  Chinatown  are  concerned 
about  the  way  City  Hall  has  been  treat¬ 
ing  our  concerns,"  she  said,  referring 
especially  to  the  BRA’s  handling  of  the 
Parcel  C  garage  issue. 

While  Lowe  noted  that  the  Parcel  C 
Coalition  and  others  have  been  register¬ 
ing  voters  in  Chinatown  on  weekends 
and  is  optimistic  that  the  city’s  Asian 
vote  can  be  a  factor  in  the  election,  she 
emphasized  that  people  also  need  a 
reason  to  vote.  "We’ve  made  some 
progress  but  it’s  very  incremental,"  she 
said  of  the  community’s  ongoing  voter 
registration  drives.  "I  think  there  really 
has  to  be  a  stronger  motivation."  She 
believes  that  the  Parcel  C  dispute  is  the 
kind  of  issue  that  should  motivate 
people  to  register  and  vote  in  the  elec¬ 
tion. 

Though  some  candidates  may  still 
consider  the  Asian  vote  relatively  small, 
they  so  far  have  been  attentive  to  Asian 
issues  because  it  reflects  how  they  would 
approach  various  other  citywide  issues, 
said  Lowe.  "I  think  that  people  seem  to 
be  placing  some  importance  on  the 
Asian  vote,"  she  said,  in  part  because 
they  want  to  be  seen  as  capable  of  repre¬ 
senting  the  diverse  groups  of  the  city. 

"I  don’t  think  you’re  going  to  see  all 
of  Chinatown  going  for  one  candidate," 
she  said.  But,  she  added,  having  people 
in  the  community  supporting  different 
candidates  isn’t  necessarily  bad  because 
it  shows  that  people  are  interested  and 
opinionated. 

Frank  Chin,  who  has  long  been  active 
in  city  politics,  has  recently  been  work¬ 
ing  with  others  in  the  community  to 
register  voters.  Chin,  who  declined  to 
say  who  he  would  be  supporting  in  the 
election,  said  they’ve  registered  about 
200  people  since  April.  Chin  believes 
that  the  estimated  3,000  Asian  voters  in 
the  city  can  affect  the  election.  "We  still 
will  be  influential,"  he  said.  "It  will  be 
split.  But  it  all  depends  on  who  has  a 
better  organization." 

According  to  1990  figures  compiled 
by  the  Chinatown  Voters  project,  the 
majority  of  eligible  Aian  voters  in  the 
Chinatown  area  are  not  registered.  In 
Ward  3,  Precinct  8,  which  votes  at 


the  Josiah  Quincy  School,  421  Chinese 
were  registered,  compared  to  1,738  un¬ 
registered.  In  Ward  3,  Precinct  7,  which 
votes  in  the  South  End,  148  were 
registered,  compared  to  474  un¬ 
registered.  And  in  Ward  5,  Precinct  1, 
which  includes  Castle  Square  and  Mass 
Pike  Towers,  317  were  registered,  com¬ 
pared  to  1,118  unregistered.  "That 
means  about  43  percent  of  Chinese 
eligible  voters  are  registered,"  said 
Lowe. 

Richard  Chin  of  the  Chinatown 
South  Cove  Neighborhood  Council 
believes  that  the  Asian  vote  is  made  less 
effective  by  the  large  number  of  un¬ 
registered  voters.  Asked  if  the  Asian 
vote  will  be  a  factor  in  the  election,  Chin 
said,  "My  feeling  is  that  unless  all  those 
who  are  able  to  vote  -  unless  90  percent 
come  out  -  I  don’t  think  so."  Two 
thousand  votes  won’t  make  much  of  a 
difference  but  10,000  to  20,000  would, 
he  said.  Like  Lowe,  Chin  believes  that 
having  people  in  the  community  sup¬ 
porting  a  wide  range  of  candidates  isn’t 
necessarily  bad,  because  it  ensures  that 
at  least  some  people  will  make  contact 
with  the  next  mayor.  "I  think  it’s  better 
that  everybody  touches  base  with  some¬ 
body,"  he  said. 

Chin,  however,  said  he  was  con¬ 
cerned  that  the  next  administration  may 
not  be  as  open  to  the  concerns  of  the 
neighborhoods  because  the  city’s 
economy  is  not  as  strong  as  it  was  during 
the  Flynn  years.  It  "might  go  back  to  the 
old  Kevin  White  style,"  he  said. 

Yon  Lee,  the  mayor’s  liaison  to  the 
Chinese  community,  said  that  the  Asian 
vote  "could  be  significant  for  the 
primary"  if  there  is  enough  effort  to  do 
voter  registration"  and  "if  the  registered 
voters  actually  go  out  there  to  vote." 

"It  will  be  a  factor  if  there  is  enough 
of  them  to  form  a  significant  voting 
block,"  he  said. 

(This  is  the  first  in  a  series  of  articles 
on  the  upcoming  mayoral  election,  which 
will  include  a  September  21  preliminary 
election  and  a  November  2  runoff  between 
the  two  top  vote  getters  in  the  September 
election.  The  candidates  are  running  for  a 
four-year  term.)

instead  of  reflecting  the  community’s 
point  of  view  and  wishes.  "To  say  this 
Council  is  dictatorial  is  totally  wrong," 
he  said.

"We  have  a  CCC  Inc.  that  was  not 
willing  to  discuss  anything  with  us,"  he 
said. 

Council  co-moderator  William  Moy 
pointed  out  that  opponents  of  the  Medi¬ 
cal  Center  proposal  made  the  garage  an 
issue  only  after  they  couldn’t  get  a  large 
enough  community  center  or  enough 
money  in  benefits  out  of  the  deal.  "I 
think  a  lot  if  it  was  the  11th  hour,"  he 
said  of  the  community  protest  over 
building  a  455-car  garage  on  Parcel  C.  "It 
isn’t  something  that  happened  all  of  a 
sudden." 

Moy  said  opponents  of  the  Medical 
Center  proposal  only  made  the  garage  an 
issue  "when  they  couldn’t  make  a  deal" 
with  the  Medical  Center.  He  also 
criticized  the  CCC  for  failing  to  act  on 
the  Medical  Center  proposal  in  a  timely 
manner.  "It  took  almost  four  months  for 
them  to  come  back  and  tell  the  Council 
something,"  he  said. 

Woo  also  noted  that  there  had  been 
a  shift  from  criticizing  the  garage  to 
criticizing  the  Council  and  said  that  it 
requires  "all  day  long  trying  to  fight  off 
this  pressure  and  heat." 

Moy  also  said  that  garage  opponents 
"were  using  the  residents  as  pawns"  and

As  of  July  1, 1993,  nationals  of 
the  People’s  Republic  of  China 
can  begin  applying  for  per¬ 
manent  residency  under  the 
Chinese  Student  Protection  Act. 
Applications  can  be  obtained  lo¬ 
cally  by  first  calling  617-565- 
3879,  according  to  Steven 
Farquharson,  assistant  district 
director  of  the  US  Immigration 
and  Naturalization  Service.

In  general,  all  of  the  usual 
documents  will  be  required  as 
are  presently  required  for  any  ad¬ 
justment  of  status  application, 
such  as  proof  of  birth, 
photographs,  fingerprints,  a 
biographic  information  form  for 
applicants  between  age  14  and 
79,  a  medical  examination 
report,  a  copy  of  proof  of  lawful 
entry  into  the  United  States,  a 
job  letter  or  affidavit  of  support, 
and  a  copy  of  the  passport  or 
explanation  why  one  is  not  avail¬ 
able.  It  appears  that  this  notice 
forgot  to  mention  IRS  form 
9003,  as  this  is  also  required  for 
all  adjustment  of  status  cases. 

In  addition  to  the  application 
forms,  each  applicant  must  sub¬ 
mit  a  statement  on  each  depar¬ 
ture  and  arrival  to  and  from  the 
United  States,  including  the 
original  entry,  the  reason  for  any 
departures,  as  well  as  a  listing  of 
each  entry  and  departure  to  or 
from  the  PRC  between  April  11, 
1990  and  October  9, 1992.  Those 
who  spent  more  than  90  days  in 
the  PRC  during  that  period  are 
not  eligible. 

For  those  who  are  unable  to 
obtain  a  birth  certificate,  INS 
will  accept  secondary  evidence, 
without  the  provision  of  any 
proof  from  the  PRC  authorities 
that  the  birth  certificate  is  un¬ 
available.  Even  though  they  are 
asking  for  a  copy  of  the  passport, 
they  have  not  gone  so  far  as  to 
waive  proof  of  birth,  and  ap¬ 
parently  something  other  than 
the  passport  will  be  required  - 
such  as  two  affidavits  from  older 
individuals  who  were  aware  of 
the  birth  details,  such  as  the 
parents. 

The  proposed  instructions 
specify  that  to  be  eligible,  the  ap¬ 
plicant  must  have  been  "in¬ 
spected  and  admitted  or  paroled 
into  the  United  States."  Accord¬ 
ing  to  these  proposed  instruc¬ 
tions,  those  who  entered  without 
inspection  are  not  eligible  for  an 
CSPA  benefits.  Those  who 
entered  with  K-l  or  K-2  fiance 
visas  are  also  ineligible. 

The  proposed  instructions 
specify  that  a  non-PRC  spouse 
or  child  of  an  eligible  PRC  na¬ 


tional  may  apply  for  benefits  if 
that  non-PRC  national  also 
entered  the  US  on  or  before 
April  II,  1990  and,  for  a  non- 
PRC  spouse,  if  the  applicable 
marriage  took  place  on  or  before 
April  11, 1990. 

There  are  numerous  issues 
which  need  to  be  dealt  with,  such 
as  eligibility  by  those  who 
entered  as  crewman,  those  who 
are  members  of  the  communist 
party,  eligibility  for  public 
charge  waivers,  eligibility  for 
waivers  for  medical  conditions  - 
such  as  HIV,  and  other  ex¬ 
cludability  grounds.  In  addition, 
there  still  is  ongoing  controversy 
on  how  the  visa  numbers  will  be 
deducted  from  the  PRC  quota,  as 
well  as  the  worldwide  quota. 

Those  who  entered  without 
inspection  as  well  as  those  who 
may  not  be  eligible  according  to 
the  proposed  instructions 
should  await  the  final  version  of 
the  regulations,  and  plan  to 
apply  anyway,  in  order  to 
preserve  their  rights  on  appeal 
and  in  the  courts. 

It  must  be  remembered  that 
the  law  was  written  in  a  way  that 
the  benefits  could  be  granted  if 
the  President  does  nothing  by 
July  1, 1993.  But  if  the  President 
certifies  before  July  1,  1993  that 
it  is  safe  for  mainland  Chinese  to 
go  back  to  China,  then  there 
would  be  no  benefits.  Applica¬ 
tions  must  be  filed  before  July  1, 
1994.  INS  sources  have  indicated 
that  they  will  begin  accepting  ap¬ 
plications  now,  and  assigning  a 
priority  date  of  7/1/93  for  all 
cases  received  through  7/1/93, 
with  the  understanding  that  the 
application  fees  would  be  non- 
refundable,  in  the  event  that  the 
law  does  not  go  into  effect. 

It  has  still  not  been  an¬ 
nounced  whether  a  visa  number 
must  be  available  for  the  case  to 
be  approved.  If  cases  can  be  ap¬ 
proved  before  Oct.  1, 1993,  those 
waiting  for  the  worldwide  3rd 
preference  quota  will  benefit 
from  an  excess  of 45,000  employ¬ 
ment  based  visa  numbers  carried 
over  from  last  year.

culture,  she  points  out,  adults 
usually  are  in  a  much  higher 
position  than  children,  but  in 
American  culture  she  finds  that 
children  and  adults  are  on  a  more 
equal  footing. 

Sun  says  that  she  was  for¬ 
tunate  in  that  her  initial  attempts 
at  poetry  and  story  telling  were 
encouraged.  While  still  a  college 
student,  her  poems  and  stories 
were  being  published  in 
newspapers.  And  in  1986,  after 
graduate  studies  at  Syracuse 
University,  Sun  won  the  gold 
medal  in  the  prestigious  China 
Times  Literature  Contest. 

Her  contest-winning  story 
had  as  its  central  character  a 
piece  of  crinkled  up  red  crape 
paper.  Because  it  wasn’t  smooth, 
they  thought  it  was  ugly.  They 
tried  to  smooth  it  out  with  an 
iron  but  the  heat  made  it  fade, 
leaving  it  half  red  and  half  white. 
Worn  out  by  others’  attempts  to 
change  her,  "she  decided  she  just 
wanted  to  keep  herself,"  says  Sun 
of  her  prize-winning  character. 

As  it  turns  out,  however, 
someone  finds  a  use  for  this 


small  piece  of  paper  that  others 
have  rejected.  A  child  uses  it  to 
make  a  flower  for  his  step¬ 
mother.  In  Chinese  tradition,  a 
red  flower  is  for  a  mother  who  is 
alive  and  a  white  one  is  for  a 
mother  who  has  died.  Though 
the  boy’s  first  mother  had  died, 
he  still  felt  close  to  his 
step’mother,  and  made  the  red 
and  white  flower  to  show  respect 
for  both  of  them. 

Sun  says  a  stepmother  called 
her  up  to  ask  her  how  to  make 
the  flower,  explaining  that  her 
stepdaughters  wanted  to  give 
one  to  her .  She  didn’t  know  what 
to  say,  she  says.  It  was  just  some¬ 
thing  she  had  imagined. 

In  her  story  "Square  Beak," 
which  was  originally  written  in 
Chinese  in  Taiwan,  Sun  again 
creates  a  central  character  who 
doesn’t  fit  in.  Illustrated  by  Chih- 
sien  Chen,  the  story  is  about  a 
chicken  who  is  born  with  a 
square  beak.  Unlike  the  other 
chickens,  Square  Beak  enjoys 
wandering  off  alone.  But  what 
she  finds  in  her  wanderings  often 
returns  to  her  in  dreams,  which 
in  turn  inspires  the  creation  of 
beautiful  eggs  far  more  extraor¬ 
dinary  than  those  laid  by  the 
other  hens.

Sun  agrees  that  the  outsider 
theme  is  one  that  runs  through 
many  of  her  stories.  "That’s  a 
very  strong  theme,"  she  says.  "I 
think  that  reflects  my  own  per¬ 
sonality.  My  own  sense  in  a  way 
that  I’m  not  always  mingling  with 
crowds  either,  or  that  I’m  a 
Chinese  woman  and  still  single. 
A  lot  of  things  I  didn’t  do  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  normal  rules." 

Though  she  believes  the 
theme  of  the  individual  seems  ac¬ 
ceptable  in  the  US,  it  isn’t  really 
considered  a  typical  subject  for 
children’s  stories  in  Taiwan.  "In 
China  particularly  they  probably 
think  a  children’s  story  should 
have  a  more  clear-cut  education¬ 
al  aspect,"  she  says.  Stories  about 
"being  an  individual"  or  "being 
different"  are  unusual  in  Taiwan. 
"I  seldom  see  these  kinds  of 
themes,"  she  says. 

Sun  explains  that  she  doesn’t 
really  set  out  to  write  children’s 
stories.  She  simply  writes  and  the 
result  is  something  that  appeals 
to  children,  though  she  believes 
her  children’s  stories  also  have 
themes  that  are  relevant  to 
adults.  Her  stories,  she  suggests, 
aren’t  meant  to  be  didactic. 


though  she  hopes  that  children 
who  read  them  will  come  away 
with  a  strong  impression  -  one 
that  will  stay  with  them  over 
time. 

Sun  says  that  the  books  that 
mattered  most  to  her  when  she 
was  a  child  were  also  those  that 
stayed  with  her  over  time.  She 
says  she  also  makes  a  point  of 
making  her  central  characters 
girls  because  children’s  books 
have  traditionally  made  the 
central  character  a  boy.  The 
result  has  been  that  girls  often 
haven’t  found  the  adventurous 
role  models  that  boys  have  come 
to  know  in  children’s  stories. 

Although  the  outsider  them 
may  not  be  common  in  children’s 
books,  it’s  something  that  many 
children  can  relate  to,  says  Sun. 
"A  lot  of  children  can  identify 
with  the  difficulty  of  being  dif¬ 
ferent,  of  being  rejected,  of  want¬ 
ing  to  do  something  you  really 
like"  that  others  won’t  accept, 
she  says. 

The  same  theme,  says  Sun,  is 
especially  relevant  to  her  life  in 
the  United  States,  where,  as  an 
Asian,  "people  always  see  you  as 
being  different."  For  children

who  may  feel  in  some  way  unlike 
their  peers,  she  says,  a  story  that 
shows  uniqueness  in  a  positive 
light  can  be  comforting. 

Sun,  who  is  living  in  the  US 
for  the  second  time  and  who  con¬ 
tributes  book  reviews  and  ar¬ 
ticles  to  a  number  of  Chinese 
newspapers,  says  that  as  a  child 
growing  up  in  Taiwan,  there  was 
little  to  suggest  that  she  would 
one  day  become  a  writer.  Part  of 
that  may  have  been  due  to  her 
schooling.  Sun  suggests  that  in 
Taiwan  too  much  effort  is  put 
into  preparing  students  for  col¬ 
lege  entrance  exams,  which 
determine  who  will  attend  the 
most  prestigious  university.  In 
college,  Sun  studied  forestry  in 
part  because  biology  had  always 
been  one  of  her  strong  subjects 
and  she  thought  she  would  do 
well  in  it  in  the  entrance  exam.  "It 
never  occurred  to  me  that  I 
wanted  to  study  literature  in  my 
entire  middle  school,"  she  says. 

"Interest  in  writing  was  always 
repressed  all  along,"  says  Sun, 
who  adds  that  emphasis  at  home 
and  in  school  was  often  placed  on 
doing  well  in  the  exam  to  enter 
college.  When  she  finally  got  to 
college  she  says  she  was  amazed 
to  find  that  people  actually  study 
literature  in  class. 

Sun,  who  has  a  master’s  de¬ 
gree  in  children’s  literature  from 
Simmons  College,  says  that  two 
more  of  her  illustrated  stories 
will  be  published  by  Houghton 
Mifflin  in  the  future.  She  says 
that  translating  her  stories  into 
English  sometimes  offers  un¬ 
usual  challenges.  Sometimes,  for 
example,  an  opening  sentence 
may  sound  fine  in  English  but 
won’t  work  in  Chinese.  She 
recalls  how  she  once  had  to 
change  the  central  character  of  a 
story  from  being  a  cat-faced 
chrysanthemum  in  Chinese  to  a 
tiger  lily  in  an  English  version, 
since  the  flower’s  English  name 
has  nothing  to  do  with  a  cat.

Plays  Highlight  Struggles  of  Asian  Women

Six-year  old  Tien  Fu  Wu  is 
anxious  to  go  visit  her 
grandmother.  As  she  excitedly 
says  good-bye  to  her  mother, 
Tien  wonders  why  her  mother  is 
crying.  "I’m  only  going  to  visit 
grandmother,  I’ll  be  right  back," 
Tien  explains. 

But  Tien  never  returns.  She  is 
alone  and  scared.  She  screams 
for  her  father  not  to  leave,  but  he 
has  already  left.  Tien  is  sold  by 
her  father  to  pay  a  gambling  debt 
and  is  brought  to  San  Francisco 
as  a  house  servant. 

Tien  Fu  Wu  is  one  of  three 
Chinese  women  portrayed  by 
Christina  Chan  in  the  one 
woman  show,  "Unbinding  Our 
Lives."  The  play  brings  to  life  the 
real-life  struggles  of  Chinese 
women  in  America  between 
1850  and  1935,  a  part  of  U.S. 
history  often  neglected  by  his¬ 
tory  books  and  rarely  taught  in 
high  schools. 

Written  by  Geralyn  Horton, 
"Unbinding  Our  Lives"  is 
produced  by  the  Asian  American 
Theater  Project,  and  together 
with  another  play  entitled, 
"Living  in  Infamy",  they  were 
originally  created  last  year  to 
commemorate  the  110th  an-

niversary  of  the  Chinese- 
American  Exclusion  Act.  Now 
they  hope  to  perform  the  plays  in 
secondary  schools  this  fall. 

"Living  in  Infamy",  written 
and  performed  by  Emiko 
Tamagawa,  is  a  play  which 
recreates  the  tragedy  of  the 


Japanese-American  internment 
experience  during  World  War  II 
through  a  character  named 
Miyo,  a  nisei  woman  who  im¬ 
agines  the  experiences  of  three 
different  Japanese-American 
women. 

Segments  of  both  of  these 
shows  were  recently  performed 
at  a  meeting  of  the  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  Asian  American 
Educators  Association  in  an  ef¬ 
fort  to  gather  input  and  sugges¬ 
tions  from  educators  before  they 

brought  their  shows  to  high 
schools. 

Both  these  plays  offer  audien¬ 
ces  a  chance  to  see  history,  with 
an  emphasis  on  the  role  of  an 
individual  in  making  it.  By 
seeing  a  "living"  history  and 
being  able  to  sense  the  living 
conditions  of  the  time,  "the  study 
of  history  becomes  more  exciting 
and  personal  for  students,"  noted 
Victoria  Marsh,  producer  of  the 
two  shows. 

Although  the  two  shows  cen¬ 
ter  on  the  history  of  Japanese 
and  Chinese  women,  Marsh 
stressed  that  the  plays  are  not 
geared  only  to  Asian  students. 
The  themes  about  loyalty  to 
one’s  family  and  country  and 
about  human  choices  in  the 
making  of  history  are  valuable 


lessons  for  all  audiences. 

Not  only  does  history  become 
more  personal  to  the  audience, 
these  characters  have  become 
quite  close  to  the  actresses  who 
recreate  them.  After  a  year  of 
performing,  Emiko  Tamagawa 
felt  it  was  important  to  have  a 
"range  of  different  perspectives 
on  the  internment".  The  more 
she  researched  and  read  about 
their  experiences,  the  closer  she 
grew  to  them.  Tamagawa,  a 
graduate  student  in  Theater  Arts 

from  Brandeis  University,  is  a 
Nisei  woman  (U.S.  born  child  of 
Japanese  immigrants),  and  feels 
the  opportunity  to  portray  such 
different  characters  with  dif¬ 
ferent  points  of  view  has  been 
gratifying. 

She  begins  the  show  as  Miyo, 
and  portrays  an  eleven  year-old 
nisei  girl  named  Keiko,  orginally 
from  the  Berkeley  California 
area,  then  Sachiko,  a  twenty-one 
year  old  nisei  woman,  and 
Kazuko,  a  forty-two  year  old  issei 
(Japanese  immigrant)  woman 
originally  from  Terminal  Island, 
California. 

Chan  said  her  roles  offered 
her  the  chance  to  show  the  dif¬ 
ferent  faces  of  discrimination, 
with  historical  fact,  and  Con- 
fucian  values.  For  her,  the  his¬ 


torical  basis  was  important, 
because  the  idea  was  to  show  the 
impact  Asians  had  on  American 
history.  In  her  performance,  she 
strived  to  balance  emotion  and 
historical  information. 

In  addition  to  Tien  Fu  Wu, 
Chan  portrays  Mary  Tape,  an  ac- 
tivist  in  the  movement  to 
desegregate  California  schools 
during  the  late  1800s,  and  Polly 
Bemis,  a  concubine  sold  by  her 
parents  to  Hong  King,  a  Chinese 
merchant.  During  Chan’s  re¬ 
search,  the  information  on  these 
women  was  scant,  so  the  charac¬ 
ters  were  based  both  on  histori¬ 
cal  and  fictional  accounts. 

Yet,  Chan  said  what  drew  her 
to  these  particular  characters 
was  their  "will  to  survive.  Each 
character  is  interesting  to  me. 
They  are  all  survivors,  given  the 
context  of  their  place,  time,  en¬ 
vironment,  and  political  situa¬ 
tion.  All  are  up  against  political 
obstacles."  As  an  actress,  she 
pulls  the  strength  from  all  of 
them  and  combines  it  with  her 
own  personality  to  make  these 
characters  come  to  life.  Further¬ 
more,  she  hopes  that  this  will 
open  up  new  Asian  American 
women  roles,  because  "Asian- 
American  women  are  a  part  of 
history."

Using  Art  to  Promote  Racial  Harmony

The  sixth-graders  in  Camille 
Xifaras’s  art  class  at  Umana  Bar¬ 
nes  Middle  School  represent 
nineteen  different  countries. 
Their  vision  of  a  racially  har¬ 
monious  world  is  one  tied 
together  with  guitar  strings,  be¬ 
cause  all  races  are  linked 
through  the  harmony  of  music. 

Their  vision  represents  one  of 
twelve  different  schools  that  par¬ 
ticipated  in  the  Chinese  Culture 
Institute’s  year-long  Racial  Har¬ 
mony  Art  Project  workshops. 

By  bringing  the  project  into 
the  classroom,  the  goal  was  to 
teach  anti-racism  through  art. 
During  these  workshops,  stu¬ 
dents  were  asked  to  express  their 
opinion  on  racism  or  their  vision 
of  harmony  in  art  form,  said 
Doris  Chu,  director  of  the 
Chinese  Culture  Institute.  Most 
students  chose  to  express  a  posi¬ 
tive  vision  of  a  harmonious 
world,  creating  collages,  paint¬ 
ings,  drawings,  ceramics,  artists 
books,  and  sculptures.

Ms.  Chu  and  an  artist  held 
workshops  in  the  schools  last 
fall,  and  the  final  projects  were 
finished  in  May.  To  benefit  the 
most  needy  students,  schools 
were  selected  based  on  racial 
diversity  and  financial  resources. 

The  project  prompted  stu¬ 
dents  to  think  about  the  destruc¬ 


tive  force  of  racism,  to  confront 
the  problem  head  on,  and  to 
decide  how  they  were  going  to 
express  their  feelings  in  art.  Art 
was  used  as  a  therapeutic 
process,  and  an  immediate  result 
was  a  change  in  attitude. 

At  first,  there  was  total 
disharmony  making  the  collages, 
noted  Xifaras.  "The  project  be¬ 
came  personal,  and  kids  were  not 
getting  along,  fighting  over  pic¬ 
tures.  They  had  to  learn  how  to 
keep  their  own  stuff  safe,"  she 
said. 

After  completing  the  col¬ 
lages,  Xifaras’s  class  decided  to 
take  the  project  one  step  further 
to  make  a  sculpture  out  of 
cardboard,  styrofoam, 
newspaper,  glue,  and  guitar 
strings. 

"They  learned  to  work  as  in¬ 
dividuals,  and  then  they  did  one 
project  together,"  said  Xifaras. 

The  class  agreed  on  music  as  a 
symbol  of  harmony.  By  creating 
a  large  sculpture  of  the  U.S.  to 
serve  as  a  base,  the  cut-outs  of 


other  countries  such  as  Cam¬ 
bodia,  El  Salvador,  Ireland, 
Mexico,  and  China,  were  con¬ 
nected  by  guitar  strings. 

"The  kids  started  to  work 
together,"  explained  Xifaras. 
"But  it  didn’t  start  out  that  way. 
They  learned  a  lot  about  each 
other’s  background  and  became 
more  productive." 

From  disharmony  grew  dis¬ 
cussion  as  to  who  would  do  what 
part.  The  students  decided  who 
was  good  at  what,  and  in  two 
months,  produced  a  work  of  art. 
They  also  had  to  make  group 
decisions,  like  whether  to  use  big 
blocks  of  styrofoam  inside  the 
sculpture  to  make  it  lighter. 

"Harmony  was  their  incen¬ 
tive,"  continued  Xifaras.  "They 
had  one  goal.  They  looked  at 
what  was  harmony,  discussed 
why  there  wasn’t  harmony  at 
first,  and  realized  what  was  really 
happening.  Even  the  difficult 
students  worked  together." 

"This  project  has  changed  my 


outlook  in  working  with  other 
teachers,"  admitted  Xifaras.  She 
is  aiming  at  a  holistic  approach 
to  teaching  by  combining  art 
with  what  is  taught  in  other  clas¬ 
ses. 

The  twelve  schools  which  par¬ 
ticipated  in  this  project  are  Bos- 
ton  Latin  Academy, 
Charlestown  High  School, 
Umana  Barnes  Middle  School, 
Clarence  Edward  Middle 
School,  Taft  Middle  School, 
Josiah  Quincy  School,  John 
Tobin  School,  J.  F.  Kennedy 
School,  Galvin  Middle  School, 
Quincy  High  School,  N.  Quincy 
High  School,  and  Lyon’s  School. 

The  artwork  is  on  display  at 
the  Gallery  of  the  Chinese  Cul¬ 
ture  Institute  at  276  Tremont 
Street  until  July  3.  The  show  will 
then  move  to  the  ScollaySquare 
Gallery  in  Boston’s  City  Hall 
from  July  14  to  August  30.

Immigrant  Smuggling 

The  Organization  of  Chinese 
Americans,  Inc.  (OCA),  a  na¬ 
tional,  non-profit,  advocacy  or¬ 
ganization,  denounced  the  slave 
trade  engaged  by  organized 
crime  syndicates  to  smuggle  un¬ 
documented  aliens  into  the  US. 
Ginny  Gong,  OCA  National 
President,  commented,  "The 
plight  of  these  Chinese  refugees 
is  a  human  tragedy,  and  a  com¬ 
plex  issue  that  has  caused 
widespread  misunderstanding.  It 
is  clear  that  the  undocumented 
Chinese  immigrants  have  en¬ 
dured  a  tortuous  journey  under 
sub-human  conditions  at  the 
hands  of  slave  traders.  Unfor¬ 
tunately,  they  may  never  know 
the  American  Dream  -  because 
they  are  brought  here  only  to 
face  a  life  of  indentured  ser¬ 
vitude  and  exploitation."  OCA 
calls  for  the  vigorous  and  full 
prosecution  of  all  persons  in¬ 
volved  with  the  smuggling  opera¬ 
tions. 

OCA  demands  due  process 
under  the  law  and  fair  treatment 
for  all  undocumented  im¬ 
migrants.  While  OCA  does  not 
condone  illegal  immigration, 
these  undocumented  im¬ 
migrants,  like  all  immigrants 
who  have  set  foot  on  American 
soil,  have  the  right  to  due 
process.  Daphne  Kwok,  OCA 
Executive  Director,  stated  that 
"the  undocumented  Chinese  im¬ 
migrants  must  and  should  be 
granted  full  due  process  and  fair 
treatment  under  US  law  with 
respect  to  their  individual 
claims." 

The  Clinton  Administration 
and  Congress  must  not  restrict 
asylum  or  legal  immigration  as  a

Committee  met  with  ap¬ 
proximately  21  survivors  at  the 
INS  detention  center  in  Manhat¬ 
tan  on  Friday  and  Saturday,  June 
11  and  12th.  At  present  two  of 
the  survivors  have  retained 
AALDEF  to  represent  them. 

AALDEFs  program  director 
Stanley  Mark  has  been  coor¬ 
dinating  AALDEF  cooperating 
attorneys  and  interpreters  to 
represent  the  survivors. 

"It  is  imperative  that  INS
